THE GROUP WENT ABOUT ITS BUSINESS IN A 
EACH MEMBER MADE FREQUENT REFERENCE TO 
THE ECOSOC RESOLUTION ESTABLISHING THE 
IN PARTICULAR THE NEED TO CONSIDER WHETHER 
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A FILE SERVED TO DEMONSTRATE A CONSISTENT PATTERN OF GROSS 
VIOLATIONS OF HUMAN RIGHTS BY A COUNTRY. EACH OF THE 
DIFFERENT CASES AGAINST A COUNTRY WAS CONSIDERED AND 
DECIDED SEPARATELY. IN PARTICULAR, THE CASES BROUGHT BY

WERE QUICKLY DISMISSED, WHILE THE MORE SERIOUS ACCUSATIONS 
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OF XNOPHOBIA IN GERMANY WERE ANALYZED WITH MUCH GREATER 
ATTENTION. ALL OF THE MEMBERS WERE FAMILIAR WITH THE 
FILES INVOLVED. THERE HAD BEEN SOME DISCUSSION AT THE 
OPENING OF THEIR MEETING WHETHER THE WORKING GROUP COULD 
RECOMMEND TO THE COMMISSION THAT A COUNTRY BE BROUGHT INTO 
PUBLIC CONSIDERATION UNDER ITEM 12 , OR WHETHER THE GROUP 
WAS LIMITED TO THE TRADITIONAL COURSES (RECOMMENDING A 
CASE BE DISCONTINUED, KEPT OVER FOR REVIEW NEXT YEAR, OR 
KEPT OVER WITH APPOINTMENT OF AN INDEPENDENT EXPERT.) THE 
GROUP DECIDED IT HAD THE AUTHORITY TO MAKE SUCH A 
RECOMMENDATION TO THE COMMISSION, RECOGNIZING THAT THE 
COMMISSION WOULD HAVE TO VOTE ON WHAT COURSE TO TAKE IN 
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ANY CASE. CHAIRMAN CHANDRA INSISTED THAT DECISIONS BE 
TAKEN BY CONSENSUS ON ALL CASES; ALTHOUGH THERE MAY HAVE 
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BEEN DIFFERENCES AMONG THE MEMBERS, NOBODY FORCED ANYTHING 

TO A VOTE.
